Stransky et al. (US 2003/01 44939)(hereinafter referred to as 'Stransky'). 
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Re claims 1-4, 12-14: Stransky teaches a method for accessing to a product 
comprising a multiplicity of individual tokens such as prepaid card having a unique code 
that can be scratched -off to reveal the product to be retrieved (paragraph 0006), a 
content server such as PayTV system providing media content contents associated with 
unique code to the terminal such as a STB (see paragraphs 0003-0006) 

Re claims 5, 6: The product can be a game, software, etc. (see paragraph 

0024), 

Re claim 7: The database store the unique code for avoid multiple validating of 

the code by marking as used, therefore, unique code can be used only once to transmit 

the media contents (see paragraph 0009), 

Re claim 8: The card can be sold in vending machine (not shown), 

Re claim 9: The PayTv system can be a satellite TV system (not shown), 

Re claim 10, 11, 15, 16: The card can have description of the content and 

price (see paragraph 0021), and the card can be sold individually or in packs (not 

shown).
